The 
rescript of the Kaiser dissolving the Reich- 
stag was immediately promulgated and the 
Reichstag is now dissolved. Chancellor Ca- 
priviread the imperial message decreeing 
the dissolution of the Reichstag. 

The Social Democratic members of the 
Reichstag displayed the wildest enthusiasm 
overthe result. They hurrahed repeatedly, 
following cheer with cheer. Great confusion 
and uproar prevailed inthe house and the 
public excitement isat the highest pitch in 
Berlin.

THE MEEK CHINESE 


Three of Them Submit. to Arrest to 
Test Geary’s Taw. 


DEFENSE AS ANXIOUS AS PROSECUTION 
FOR THEIR CONVICTION. 


The Whole Proceeding but the Prelimi- 
naries to a Test of the Law’s Consti- 
tutionality—Six Companies’ Circulars 
Interpreted by faa Francisco’s Collec- 
tor—He Fears Violent Resistance if 
the Law Is Enforced. 


New York, May 6.—Three meek-appearing 
Chinese, subject under the exclusion act to 
deportation for failing to register as re- 
quired by the law, walked into United States 
Marshal Jacobus’ office in this city this 
morning and were immediately placed under 
arrest. 

&Their names are Wong Quang, a laborer, 
who lives at 4 Mott street; Lee Go, a Chinese 
costumer of 270 Third avenue, and Fong Yu 
LingofNo. 1 Mott street. They had volun- 
tarlly surrendered themselves by advice of 
eminent lawyers, in order to test the Chinese 
exclusion act. 

At 9 o'clock they were taken into the United 
States District Oourt, where Judge Brown 
was sitting, prepared to hear two of the 
cases, The case of Fong Yu Ling was brought 
before United States Circuit Judge Lacombe. 

The case of Wong Quang was first called. 
The chief lawyer for the Chinaman was 
Joseph 8S. Choate, and with him was Thomas 
D. Riordan, the counsel for the powerful 
Chinese Six Companies of San Francisco, 
which are defraying allthe expenses of the 
test cases. Mr. Riordan came here from San 
Francisco two weeks ago. 

District Attorney Mitchell appeared to 
prosecute. Through at interpreter Wong 
Quang admitted that he was a laborer, that 
he was a resident of the United States May 5, 
1892, when the Geary act became a law, and 
that he had notapplied for a certificate of 
of residence as required by the law, nor had 
he troubled himself about it, and he had no 
excuse to offer for not doingso. His lawyers 
appeared as anxious as Mr. Mitchellto have 
him adjudged guilty of violating the law, and 
Judge Brown remanded him to the custody 
of the United states Marshal to be deported 
to China. 

Lee Go’s case wasthen called. It differed 
from Wong Quan’s inasmuch as, his lawyers 
said, he was without the necessary certifi- 
cate through **‘unavoldable cause,’’ but was 
not able to prove so by any white person, nor 
was he able to show-by any white person that 
he was in the country May 5, 1892, asthe law 
required, »

Inquiry in Chinatown shows thatthe fears 
ofthe Collector are well grounded. There 
exists among the Chinese a most sullen dis- 

sition, which has been inflamed by circu- 

ars issued by the Six Companies. Every 
circular issued has contained advice to the 
Chinese to resist the law. 

Yesterday another circular was issued,call- 
ing upon the Chinese to stand. firmly on the 
ground they had taken and to prepare fora 
hon ses defense. At the officeof the Six 

Companies it was stated that this simply 
meant that the Chinese were notto become 
panic-stricken and register on the last day 
aliowed by law and that they were all to 
contribute their quota to the fund for em- 
ome ar to fightthe law. There can 

however, that the Chinese 
placed a aittetent construction upon the cir- 
cular. Wherever the circulars were posted 
there were crowds of Chinese eagerly scan- 
ning every character printed on them, and it 
was evident they imagined the Six Com- 
panies were ad¢isin hysical violence in 
resisting the law. United States Marshal 
Long was asked what he would do if violence 
should be get 

‘*I would use my best endeavors to quell 
any disturbatice.’ said he, ‘‘andifmy force 
of deputies proved inadequate I presume that 
Gen. Ruger would be directed to see that tiie 
law was upheld.’’ 

‘*There will be no trouble,’’ said Vice- 
Chinese Consul King Owyang. ‘‘The Six 
companies will not advise their countrymen 
to shed bDieod. If the,law is declared consti- 
tutional and no other 1 defense presents 
itself, the Chinese willobey tbe lawand de- 
part from this country. What my Govern- 
ment would do in this event Iamnot ina 
position to state.’

FOUND A SPY. 


Cubans in Key West Discover an Enemy 
in Their Midst. 

Kerr West, Fla... May 6.—No confirmation of 
the news of the surrender of the sartorius 
brothers has been received from Spanish 
authorities. A meeting to discuss the situa- 
tion has been held in San Carlos Hall, which 
for magnitude and display of enthusiasm has 


never been surpassed. 

Jose Marti was the principal speaker. He 
admitted that there were chances for the 
failure of the present movement, and ex- 
plained the causes that may lead to its early 
abandoument, but at the same time he set 
forth the fact that such a result can have no 
serious effect on the Cuban revolutionary 
party, which will work until Cuba is free. 
He was greeted with great applause and was ° 
followed by other prominent local orators. 
There was not standing room in the hall. All 
the addresses were delivered in Spanish. 
Those in the audience representing the 
workmen in al) cigar factories on this Island 
voluntarily assessed themselves $10 each, to 
be paid immediately. ' This means bet ween 
$20,000 and $30,000 will be paid into the 
treasury within three weeks, in addition to 
other heavy assessments they are making 
constantly. The party has been collectiing 
funds steadily and vigorously for two years. 
One hundred thousand dollars, which has 
been held here in their, clubs, was shipped 
Wednesday night to the Central Committee 
in New York. News oftheir new $10 assess- 
ment was cabled to-day to all other Cuban 
colonies. 

About 2,000 men, including some Ameri- 
cans, have promised to go to Cuba if their 
services are needed, 

El Yara, the Cuban paper published here, 
says: The notices of the revolutionary 
movements In Holguin published in Havana 
papers are vague, confused and contradic- 
tory. Onone side they make the movement 
of great importance, onthe other they play 
the insurgent forces at 160. While these fat- 
tering notices appeal for the Spanish party 
enthusiasm the province of Santiago contin- 
ues in a state of siege, and the Gov.-General 
continues sending ships and troops with all 
haste toGen, Zachambre in Oriente. Com- 
paring these notices onlyone can see that 
the truthis hidden ina maze of contradic- 
tion. 

The steamer Mascott has just sailed for 
Havana, having on board:ia Spanish spy. 
He was given to understand that this climate 
did not agree with him and was escorted to 
the steamer by from fifty to one hundred 
Cubans who stand guardatthe gangway to 
insure .his safe departure. He had been 
under suspicion and last night created a sen- 
sationin San Carlos Hall, densely packed as 
it was, by interrupting Marti with the an- 
nouncement that four men were on thelr 
way thitherto assassinate Marti. Thespy 
was forced to sit down, but afterward arose 
flourishing a pistol. It was wrenched from 
his band, It is thought he intended creating 
a panicand that it was the intention to kill 
Marti and others during the confusion so that 
no one could be held responsibie. 

Cubans set spies on the manand found 
that his actions justified their suspicions. It 
is said he has disclosed the Cubans’ method 
of smuggling arms and ammunition into 
Cuba besides other things which they desire 
toremain unknown. The spy was noncom- 
mittal when asked the reason for his sudden 
departure. 


WILL BE 5 VICTORIOUS. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 6.—Bafael Diaz, a 
wealthy Cuban merchant here, has received 
a letter from ofie of the leaders of the revo- 
lutionary party in Cuba, in which it is 
stated that all arrangements are complete 
fora great uprising of the Cubans against 
Spanish rule the first week of June.

JUDGE KLEIN’S RULING. 


| He Gives Henry Harris a Few Hours to 
Withdraw His {ron Hall Suits. 


* Judge Klein gave a very important opinion 
this morning in the case of contempt of 
court against Henry Harris of Kansas City, 
who is involved in the financial troubles 
which have overtaken the Supreme 
Sitting of the Order of the Iron~« Hall. 
It will be remembered that some time ago, 
when the Iron Hall sitting got into tfouble a 
reselver was appointed. This receiver 
brought to the notice of the Courtthe fact 
that the Kansas City branch of the order had 


certain Dooks, papers and moneys in its pos- 
session, and refused to turn them over to the 
receiver. The Court issued an order upon 
the trustees of the orderto turn the books, 
etc., over to the receiver. This 
order was entirely ignored by the 
trustees. Henry Harris, a member of the 
Kansas City branch, who was a creditor, 
garnisheed the funds and instituted a suit 
to recover in Kansas City. Judge Klein or- 
dered him to wacate his suit and permit 
the mopey to be.paid over. Upon the ad- 
vice of his attorney he ignored the or- 
der on the ground that the court 
had no jurisdiction in the case. 
Another order was issued and his person at- 
tached and brought down by the Sheriff, to

diction allthrough the State to protect *y 
offiilcers, One of which the receiver was. 
Harris was given until’ o’clock to decide 
wither he would withdraw his suits and take 
his chances with the other creditors.

THE WALL L STREET BUGABOO. 

It is significant that while Wall street 
was in the throes of a stock slump the 
country dt large was as placid as a perfect 
dayin June. The collapse of prices and 
the tightness of money there was hardly 
felt outside. So far from being sympa-. 
thetically affected by the terrific bear raid 


| of New York’s Stock Exchange the staple 


markets of the West were buoyant and the 
prices of produce had an upward tendency. 
The banks showed no signs of weakening 
in the task of carrying heavy lines of 
grain. There was no unusual tightness in 
‘the money market outside of Wall street. 

This proof of the local character of Wall 
street’s financial cyclones comes swift 
upon the heels of the revelation of the in- 
dependent strength of the banks and 
money market outside of New York 
brought out during the agitation of the 
écurreney question. It was shown that an 
overwhelming balance of the bank reserves 
and money resources of the country was 
outside of New York. The West proved 
that it was able to take care of itself and 
aid the National Treasuty against Wall 
street’s speculative conspiracies. The West 
signally demonstrated its wealth and con- 
fidence in its resources. When, therefore, 
Secretary Carlisle refused to submit to the 
dictation of Wall street and placed his de- 
pendence upon outside resources he merely 
recognized the fact that the financial scep- 
ter has come westward to join the political 
scepter. 

In the present flurry Wall street has 
beaten its own game. Its attempt to con- 
trol the money market has been defeated 
by its raid on stocks. In letting the wind 
out of its financial balloons it has knocked 
some good stocks down to a basis of profit 
and Europe is buying them in. There are 
orders for foreign purchases, but no orders 
for gold for shipment abroad. The tide 
has probably turned and the country 
moves on prosperously, leaving Wall 
street to square its gambling accounts and 
realize that the American people are no 
longer at the mercy of its manipulations 
of the money market or the put-up jobs of 
its betting ring. The bugaboo of Wall 
street control has been eaperes. 
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CITY REAL “ESTATE. 


The coming sale of extensive plats of 
real estate owned by the city suggests the 
reflection that a sounder policy would 
preserve allsuch property as a source of 
sure and ever growing revenue. 

Since the High School property was sold 
two yearsagoit has appreciated at least 
50 cent. The Polytechnic property has 
also Sicreased largely over the real value 
at the time of the sale, to say nothing of 
the price at which it was sold. Every 
other sale made in the past has been a clear 
wacrifice of revenue scarcely less unwise. 

A Similar policy was adopted and carried 
outin Chicage. The consequence is the 
loss of several acres of land in what is now 


000. ‘Of course this is an extreme case, but 
it serves to illustrate the folly of such a 
programme. While it might not have 
been possible to retain all real estate hold- 
ings, it was not necessary either in St. 
Louis or Chicago to get rid of all the 
choicest bits. 

Considerable land is still left, however, 
which should be held except in the face of 
imperative need. And if the finances of 
the city are properly managed the impera- 
tive need can ‘be foreseen ‘and provided for 
without parting with what is a surer 
means of getting revenue than taxation 
itself.

AUSTRALIAN BUBBLES. 

The financial troubles of Australasia are 
not due to any dislocation of trade and 
production outgide the island continent, 
but to ‘‘excessive optimism’’ among the 
Australians themselves. The development 
of the country has been carried beyond the 
present generation and the future for per- 
haps fifty years has been mortgaged by 
dreamers and*speculators who have let 
their hopes get the better of their judg- 
ment. 

This is shown not only in the enormous 
extension of private credita based upon ex- 
pectations of returns which cannot be 
realized for more than half a century, but 
in the reckless creation of public debts and 
the construction of public works far in ad- 
vance of the demand. Including Tas- 
mania and New Zealand the public debt 
amounts to $1,009,000,000. The population 
is only 4,400,000. Of course, great in- 
creases are expected, but a. debt of this 
magnitude cannot very well be borne by a 
population less than 30,000,000 and it will 
probably be two or three decades before 
Australasia can show such a census. 

Meanwhile the people whohave thus 
run ahead of time must submit to the in- 
evitable consequences of their own folly, 
getting what comfort they can out of the 
reflection that such disasters are shared by 
the innocent in most distant lands who 
always have to bearaportion ofthe evil 
wrought by financial insanity.

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THE Leather Trust in its advertisement 
of its issue of 6 per cent debenture bonds, 
informs the investor that the companies in 
the combine have earned annually during 
the past four years eight times the amount 
necessary to pay the interest on the 
$6,000,000 offered. In other words they 
have earned, net, 6 per cent on $48,000,000. 
But the trust is capitalized already for $120,- 
000,000 and onthis the American people 
are ex pected to pay as much profitas can be © 
squeezed out of them by mdénopoly process. 
Toa plain man not versed In the philoso- 
phy of stock watering it would seem that 
any return above a fair rate on the actual 
investment is extortion if not robbery. If 
the individual companies earned such 
good profit on their business while operat- 
ing separately, the ‘‘economies’’ made 
possible by the consolidation should be 
shared with consumers instead of being 
made a club with which to extort still 
higher prices.

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

I have read several appeals in your Forum 
lately asking the public to let the factory 
girls alone, and in justice to the girls them- 
selves I say the same thing, but only to per- 
sons who are endeavoring to bring them 
before public notice to their disadvantage. 
One writer was pleased to say the factory 
girl spends her evenings in beer gardens and 


in bad company. I say there 1s not one young 
man out of 10 who will not protect 
& working girl in his company with as 
much maniiness and a great deal more 
courage thandhe much to be admired young 
man of the ‘‘tan shoes, tan suit and biue 
hat’’ does the lady of leisure. Now if we 
are to discuss the merits of the factory girl at 
ail, let us give her the credit she deserves. 
Phe works day after day, from7a.m. to6 
m., untiringly; her life is not an enviable 
one toher more fortunate critics, but it is an 
independent, honest life, and this fact alone 
is very often the only consolation she has. 
She may not be satisfied, butsheis patient. I 
inferred from certain articles I have read on 
the question that the writers are 
under the impression that factory 
giris are not particular where they go or 
whom they go with—and in answer to such an 
unjust accusation, one of those girls has 
asked only to de let alone; such meekness 
may be characteristic of that giri’s life, but 
she is not the factory girl described by 
**Peacarry.’’ Againa critic thinks every girl 
who has to earn her own living should go 
into domestic service where the surrounding 
influence is always so beneficial to the girl.

least a half-dozen false bangs laid away in 
her dressing case,suitable to every occasion, 
one of whieh she ‘always wore ; the nurse to 
keep her pace combed her hair back—pretty, 
heavy, naturalcuris that were all her own. 
She did everything to try to please her mis- 
tress; sat ys two or three nights a week with 
the baby—t red and sleepy—bdut had to Keep 
watch until her employer’s return from din- 
ner parties, entertainments, etc. She would 
then be dismissed with aoy amount of ques- 
ticns about ‘‘my darling,’’ who had 
been sleeping coreney during the evening 
or, worse for the girl, perhaps fretful and 
cross, nevera kind word for herself; she 
was expected on duty next morning as usual, 
Weren’t they paying her $a month and en- 
titled to allher time day and nightif they 
chose? Afterthree weeksthe gentieman of 
the house attemptedto makeloveto her.

If we are poor we are honest, and If pov- 
erty isacrime I have never yet heard ofa 
law in the State of Missouri to punish such 
criminals, sSofar we are safe. Perhaps if

Enteresting Tcstimony in Regard to the 
Indian Territory.

He hed taken 
observations atthe point where the pillars 
marking the western boundary are located, 
mand discovered that they were about a quar- 
ter of @ mile west ofthe true meridian. He 
was cross-examined by District Attorney 
George D. Reynolds, who was specially as- 
signed to thecase by the Government, but 
remained firm in his belief that the boundary

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THE WESTERN UNION CIRCUIT “WILL 
BE CUT OUT FIRST. . 


The Fair Association Will Retaliate at 
Any Cost on Its Opponents—& y 
Venture— Track and Stable Gossip— 
The Base Ball World—General Sport- 
ing News. 


The St. Louis Jockey Club has declared war 
on the local pool-rooms. Opening and clos- 
ing betting, descriptions and results were 
not furnished atthe East Side track, in Pool 
Alley or at Cole Uliman’s room after the sec- 
ond race yesterday as the Western Union 
operators were ordered off the Fair Grounds. 

The Gardner-Ditmus pool-room circuit 
was the only wire sendisg news from the 
track, and this was furnishing results only to 


foreign pool-rooms. ? 
President Wells of the Jockey Club said 


this morning: ‘‘We are determined not to 
let the local pool-rooms thrive offus. All 
we have received from that element was a 
disposition to hurt our meeting in every way 
possible, and we are retaliating with the 
only weapon at our disposal. The Jockey 
Club owes nothing to the pool-rooms and on 
principle is opposed to fostering them. But 
weare not going on any high moral plane; 
we are simply retaliating. We gave 
the Gard@per-Ditmus people warning not 
to furnisinews from the track to the local 
pool-rooms and we have warned them that 
if these places persist in procuring results off 
their circuit that we will cut them off en- 
tirely and no results whatever will be sent 
out from the track. We may have to come to 
that anyhow if these concerns persist in 


stealing returns.’’ 

Mr. W. L. Roberts, the official representa- 
tive of the firm of Gardner & Ditmus at the 
Fair Grounds, said this morning that he had 
received orders from the Fair Association 
to send no messages Yrom the track except 
over their regular Western Union pool-room 
circuit. *‘We sent no messages from the 
track yesterday,’’ said Mr, Roberts, ‘‘except 
what was furnished to the foreign pool- 
rooms on our circuit. We do not know how 
East Side and the down town pool-rooms 
were getting their returns. We were told 
not to furnish them the news, and did not do 
so. We furnished our foreign circuit com- 


plete, but under orders no other messages 
were sent out from the track after the second 


race.’’ 

The East Side ople deny that the West- 
ern Union circult furnished com- 
plete results yesterday to the foreign 
pool-rooms. They had agents stationed in 
the pool-rooms at Covington in case of a 
shut-down from. their regular source of in- 
formation and when they were wired for re- 
sults afterithe second race they were {unable 
tofurnish them. Hawthorne did not get the 
results either, or itis dollars to dimes that 
East St. Louis would have had them. 

The Fair Association is showing remars- 
able backbone in the fight, as the shutting 
down of the Gardner-Ditmus Western 
Union pool-room circuit mean a 
ioss or nearly a day to 
them. The Western Union circuit pays the 
association that sum for the privilege of 
sending out its returns, and then charges the 
various pool-rooms on ite circait whatever it 
can forthe matter fnrnished,. The amount 
they receive for each set of returns varies 
from $20 to $50. Big | gg Rapes like East 
Side, Hawthorne and Covington pay full 
price for theirnews. The enormous income 
for the privilege can be estimated when it is 
considered that the larger pool-rooms take 
as many as six sets of races daily. 

The pool-rooms will strain every effort to 
get the returns and keep their business alive, 
andasthe Fair Association are very deter- 
mined in the matter it looks as though there 
will be acomplete cut off, and no gambling 
will be permitted on the St. Louls races.

LOOTED THE HOUSES. . 


Thieves Frighten Off Persons and Steal 
at Their Leisure. ' 

SHENANDOAH, Pa., May 6.—Im consequence 
of fear that the large reservoir in the mount- 
ains immediately above town‘might burst 
owing to the heavy rains, sentinels were 
posted near the dam Thursday night with in- 
structions to fire a’ cannon as & warning 
signal inthe event Of a break. It was ar-4 
ranged that at the sound of the cannon, the 
people of the town should ran for their lives, 
as the bursting of the reservoir meant the in- 
undation of the valley.

About midnight the roar of a cannon in the 
mountain rolled through ‘the valley. All 
honest folks who heard It fled from their 
homes, thinking it was the signal that. the 
breastworks had given.way. Hundreds of 
houses and stores were deserted, as the peo- 
ple thought only of saving their lives. ‘ 
The cannon that had been fired was not the 
one manned by the sentries at the dam. It 
wasa gun fired by a gang of thieves who gave, 
the false signal in.order to gain an oppor- 
tunity to pillage the deserted houses and | 
stores and made an attempt to get into the 
Citizens’ Bank. 
While three men were drillinga hole in the 
door of the bank, Watchman Hall, who had 
not heard the false warning, ° suddenly ap- 
peared and opened fire upon the thieves. A 
number of shots wereexchanged which had 
the effect of attracting to the scene of the 
shooting several hundred persons who 
helped to drive off the thieves, and it was 
then seen that no flood wasin sight and the 
people were recalled—many of them to learn 
that their homes had been ted.
